Ir was in theatrical parlance a ticket night at this Theatre yes- 
terday evening ; the performance consisted of The Mountain 
Sylph, Turning the Tables, and A Roland for an Oliver, in 
the latter piece Miss Mears, from the Brighton Theatre, made her 
début as Maria Darlington. Io consequence of the indisposition 
of Madame Devrient, her Benefit, which was to have taken 
place to-night, is deferred till to-morrow,when she appears for the 
first time in the part of Amina, in Za Sonnambula. Taglioni will 
dance in La Sylphide. 

| HAY-MARKET THEATRE. 

VEsTERDAY evening the pretty widow Nisbett took her Benefit 
at this Theatre, on which occasion she sustained the character of 
the Widow Cheerly, in Cherry’s Comedy of The Soldier's 
Daughter, she afterwards played Mrs. Ltonel Lynz, in Buck- 
stone’s Comedy of Married Life, and the entertainments con- 
cluded with The Youthful Queen, in which her sister, J. Mordaunt, 
played Christine for this night only. The character of the 
WidowCheerly was the part Mrs. Nisbett selected for her début 
at Drury Lane, and she also appeared in it on her return to the 
stage after the death of her husband. 

On Wednesday a performance was given in Exeter Hall by the 
Sacred Harmonic Society, in aid of the funds of the Shipwrecked 
and Distressed Sailor’sAsylum, it consisted of a miscellaneous se- 
lection of Sacred Music, followed by the entire Oratorio of Israel 
in Egypt. There were upwards of 400 performers, vocal and 
instrumental, and the performance surpassed in grandeur anything 
that has been heard for along time. As there were nearly 2000 
persons present, we should hope the charity will benefit 
by this fine musical treat, which was fully appreciated by the au- 
dience, indeed so great was their delight that it induced them gra- 
dually to burst through the restraint imposed on them by the 
committee, who from a sense of propriety distributed hand bills, 
requesting that the audience would abstain from expressing aloud 
their approbation or disapprobation ; at theend of the first chorus, 
however,a few plaudits were heard,but indignantly hushed dowa ; 
after the second piece the admirers grewia little louder, until after 
Miss. Birch’s “From Mighty Kings,” and Miss Novello’s “ Bright 
Seraphim,” when the whole room resounded with unanimous 
applause, which eventhe committee did not presume to censure.
